HE British Labour Government's 
deelsion to | regard itself as oa 
“earetaker” administration for the time 
being ocensions ono surprixe, It could 
hardly do otherwise in the light of the 
General Election results which left it with 
no bare overall majority of seven. The 
uninspiring legislative programme 
enunciated in the King’s Speech pin-points 
the dilemma in which Mr Altlee and his 
Cabinet find themse!
